Did School 
Budget Get 
$1400 Slash? 


Jhen the town meeting voted 
Monday night to delete from the 
school department budget an item of 
$1400 which had been inserted to 
provide a teacher of linguistic 
French in the elementary grades 
it threw a cloud of confusion over 
the question. 


In the opinion of Chairman Roy 
E. Hardy of the selectmen and 
members of the committee the 
town meeting has no jurisdiction 
over the school committee budget 
for educational purposes. It can 
act, however, on matters of trans- 
portation and building. 


‘The question came up in dis- 
cussing the school budget 
$500,090. Chairman Gordon L. Col- 
quhoun of the school board ex- 
plained that there was a larger in- 
crease of pupils last year than was 
expected, and that 2300 pupils 
are expected next September. Six 
new teachers will have to be added. 

C. Carleton Kimball said the in- 
creased budget was largely due to 
the increase in pupils, ‘‘It seems,’’ 
he added, ‘‘that every new family 
that moves into Andover has two or 
three children to go into the 
schools,’’

The bill sponsored by Rep. J. 
Everett Collins to abolish the po- 
sitions of the state’s 10 trial jus- 
tices was passed Mar. 4 by the 
house of representatives and sent 
to the senate,

ject the bill was defeated 131-95 
by a roll call vote.
